Self loading cart-—Mr. David Newlin, of Virgin- 
ia, has invented a cart for removing earth, which, 
according to the certificates which he has publish- 
ed, with one man and two pair of oxen, “ can move 
from the hill and put in the valley as much earth 
in one day, as six men can do with the same teams 
and two carts, with shovels to load them.” The 
cart “ usually loads itselfso as to be heaped,” and 
we have no doubt then contains as much earth as 
will be one and a half cublic yards when compact- 
ed, equal to 5040 pounds, or two and a quarter 
tons. In favorable ground it will load itself in 
going the distance of about forty-four yards ; and 
when from the point at which the loading com- 
mences, to the place of deposit, the distance does 
not exceed seventy yards, it will make about twelve 
loads in an hour.

The proceedings of Governor Jackson in relation
